DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's Appeal Brief has been reviewed and is found persuasive. The 
previous examiner of record had mistakenly interpreted electrical schematic 
representation to include a physically claimed arrangement drawn to "a connection" to a 
shield (i.e. a dummy gate) in a MOS device, the connection "comprising a substantially 
vertical conductor formed in a region overlying an active area between gate and second 
source/drain region, the shielding structure being spaced laterally from the gate and 
being non-overlapping relative to the gate, and the shielding structure being electrically 
connected to a second source/drain region of the MOS device." 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-8 and 10-18 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not disclose or suggest the claimed invention characterized by 
the physical interconnection of shielding structure relative to source/drain regions and 
gate of a MOS device. 

Particularly, the prior art does not disclose limitations drawn to "a connection" to 
a shield (i.e. a dummy gate) in a MOS device, the connection "comprising a 
substantially vertical conductor formed in a region overlying an active area between 
gate and second source/drain region, the shielding structure being spaced laterally from 
the gate and being non-overlapping relative to the gate, and the shielding structure 
being electrically connected to a second source/drain region of the MOS device."
